4. Public Comments — (Chair, Kim Lapierre) - none




5. LEPC Transition items:

a. Adoption of a resolution that the 13 LEPCs are dissolved. Erica Bornemann reviewed
a change in statute (20 V.S.A. § 32) supporting a single statewide Local Emergency Planning
Committee (LEPC). With dissolution the current LEPCs should not incur additional costs but
may still file for reimbursement. An issue the Department of Public Safety (DPS) will provide
guidance on is disposition of remaining any remaining funds and assets. Motion by Victoria
Littlefield, second by Pat McLaughlin: all 13 LEPCs are dissolved and all DPS requests for
reimbursement should be in to DPS by July 30, 2021. Motion passes unanimously. Rhonda
Camley requested that LEPCs be reminded to turn in treasurer reports as soon as possible to
help DPS finance gauge assets remaining.

b. Adoption of LEPC Charter & Bylaws. Kim Lapierre presented the draft charter and
bylaws to establish the one statewide LEPC and there was discussion about the purpose,
implementation timeline, and a wording change in the bylaws. Motion by Victoria Littlefield,
second by Erica Bornemann: to adopt the LEPC Charter as it stands drafted. Motion passes
unanimously. Motion by Victoria Littlefield, second by Erica Bornemann: to adopt LEPC bylaws
with the change suggested by Erica Bornemann. Motion passed unanimously.

c. Directing the LEPC/SERC Liaison Committee to implement and make appointments
to the statewide LEPC until the statewide LEPC can meet for the first time. The members
discussed how to represent Regional Emergency Management Committees (REMCs) while
they are being created. Motion by Victoria Littlefield, second by Erica Bornemann: direct the
SERC LEPC Liaison Committee to appoint RPC representatives as the interim REMC
representatives, contingent on VAPTA approval. Motion passed unanimously.

d. Setting up the initial meeting(s) schedule for the statewide LEPC. The LEPC Liaison
committee will coordinate the initial LEPC meeting, to be scheduled in September or October,
once initial voting members are determined.

6. Adjourn. Tory Littlefield moved to adjourn, Erica Bornemann seconded: Kim Lapierre
adjourned the meeting at 1153.
